1. Name 

The Board shall be called Central Advisory Board of

(ii) Vice-Chairman to be elected by the Board from 
among its members. 

(iii) Not more than four nominees of the Government of 
India;

(v) Director General, Archaeological Survey of India. 

(vi) A nominee of the Lalit Kala Akadcml; 

(vii) Director, National Museum. New Delhi or if there 
is no Director, (he senior most officer in charge of 
the Museum. 

Salar Jung Museum, Hyderabad or if there 
is no Director, the senior most Officer-in-charge of 
museums, 

fix) Director, National Gallery of Modem Art, New

is no Director, the senior most technical officer of 
the museum.

3. Term of Office 

(a) The term of Office of the members including the 
Vice-Chairman but excluding the Chairman and 
ex-officio members and the Secretary of the Board, 
shall he three years from the date of nomination or 
such shorter term as may be co-terminous with the 
term of the Board. The term of the office of the 
Chairman and ex-officio Members shall be three 
years or for so long as they hold office by virtue of 
which they are members of the Board whichever 
is less. Secretary of the Board shall also hold 
office for a period of three years from the date of 
the constitution of the Board or during the pleasure 
of the Government whichever is less. The term 
of office of a member nominated to a casual vacancy 
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shall be the same as the unexpired portion of the 
term of membership of the original member. 

(b) Nominated members shall be eligible for renomina- 
tion. 

4, Functions 

The Board shall advise the Government of India the State 
Governments and the Museums in India on all matters per- 
taining to Museums to it by the authorities concerned and 
shall offer advice regarding the improvement, reorganisation 
and polarisation and development of the Museums generally.

The Board shall meet as and when considered necessary 
by the Chairman.

At least one third of the members shall be present to 
constitute a quorum.
